This  Department  is  essentially  a  service  agency  created  by  legislative  enact- 
ment to  deal  -with  administrative,  regulatory,  investigational,  and  educational 
problems  which  can  best  be  solved  through  public  rather  than  individual  action. 
The  organization  provides  for  coordination  and  cooperation  with  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Department  operates 
through  the  following  bureaus: 

ANIMAL  INDUSTRY:  T.  E.  MUNCE,  Director  and  State  Veterinarian. 

Prevents  and  eradicates  transmissible  diseases  of  animals  and  poultry,  including 
tuberculosis  of  animals  in  cooperation  with  Federal  Government. 

Demonstrates  to  veterinarians  control  methods  for  transmissible  animal  diseases; 

Supervises  vaccination  for  and  the  prevention  of  hog  cholera,  anthrax,  black  leg 
and  hemorrhagic  septicemia : 

Protects  public  from  unwholesome  meats  through  ante  and  post  mortem  exam- 
inations of  animals  at.  slaughtering  establishments;  ■ 

Inspects,  licenses  and  furnishes  information  as  to  breeding,  soundness  and  con- 
formation of  stallions  and  jacks  standing  for  public  service; 

Enforces  law  requiring  licensing  of  dogs  and  providing  for  protection  of  live- 
stock and  people  from  attacks  of  uncontrolled  dogs ; 

Maintains  laboratory  for  diagnostic  research  and  experimental  projects. 

PLANT  INDUSTRY:  CHARLES  H.  HADLEY,  Director. 

Tests' agricultural  seeds  for  purity  and  germination,  and  enforces  State  Seed  Law; 

Inspects  orchards,  parks,  farms,  and  plant  imports  for  injurious  insects  and 
plant  diseases ;  '  ,         .  „,„. 

Enforces  laws  governing  apicultural  practices,  disease  control  and  housing, 

Places  and  enforces  quarantines  and  carries  on  eradication  campaigns  against 
insect  pests  and  plant  diseases; 

Inspects  and  certifies  potatoes  for  seed  purposes ; 

Makes  field  tests  of  insecticides,  fungicides  and  weed  killers ; 

Inspects  and  licenses  Pennsylvania  nurseries,  and  licenses  all  dealers  in  nursery 
stock  •  makes  investigations  for  the  control  of  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  ; 

Maintains  collections  of  insects,  plant  diseases,  plants,  and  seeds,  and  identines 
specimens. 

FOODS  AND  CHEMISTRY:  JAMES  FOUST,  Director. 

Accomplishes  its  purpose  of  protecting  Pennsylvania  homes  against  harmful 
foodstuffs  bv  sampling,  analyzing,  and  bringing  prosecution  under  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  foods  and  non-alcoholic  drinks,  including  milk,  cream,  butter,  icecream, 
eggs,  sausage,  fresh  meats,  soft  drinks,  fruit  syrups,  vinegar  and  kindred  food 

PrReralates  and  issues  licenses  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  oleomargarine; 

Licenses  and  regulates  egg-opening  plants  and  cold  storage  warehouses,  maintain- 
ing regular  inspection  and  enforcing  twelve-month  storage  limit ; 

Inspects  milk  plants  and  creameries  and  regulates  weighing,  testing,  buying 
and  selling  of  milk  and  cream  on  a  butterfat  basis;

Cooperates  with  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  in  joint  crop  and 
livestock  reporting  and  publishes  annual  and  monthly  summaries  of  the  data; 

Compiles  dates  of  county  and  local  fairs  and  assembles  data  pertaining  to 
their  success  and  results  during  each  year.

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PREFACE 


No  annual  reports  of  this  Bureau  have  been  published  sinre  1919. 
In  order  to  bring  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Foods  up  to  date  and  for 
the  sake  of  economy,  I  have  the  report  for  the  years  1920,  1921, 
1922  and  1923  combined  in  a  way  to  show  the  activities  as  to  the 
laws  enforced,  samples  taken  under  each  law,  number  of  prosecutions 
and  receipts. 

The  publication  of  this  bulletin  is  approved  in  the  belief  that  the 
information  contained  will  be  of  value  to  those  having  to  do  with 
law  enforcement,  and  a  source  of  gratification  to  the  general  public 
in  showing  the  extent  to  which  the  wholesomenesis  of  their  food 
supply  is  guaranteed  through  the  activity  of  this  Bureau.

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DUTIES  OF  THE  BUREAU  OP  FOODS. 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  274,  reorganizing  the 
administrative  work  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  the 
Bureau  of  Poods  was  created  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  one 
of  the  six  Bureaus  of  the  Department, 

Duties  assigned  to  this  Bureau  have  been  briefly  described  as  con- 
sisting of  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  the 
manufacture,  sale,  transportation  and  storage  of  foods  and  non- 
alcoholic drinks  for  man.  In  other  words,  it  is  the  agency  created 
to  prevent  the  adulteration  and  misbranding  of  foods,  and  to  secure, 
as  far  as  the  laws  may  give  power  to  that  end,  the  sanitary  pro- 
duction, manufacture,  storage  and  handling  of  human  foods. 

The  different  acts  authorizing  this  work  are  indicated  in  the  tables 
which  follow,  which  show  the  extent  of  lines  of  activity : 
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PROGRESS  OF  THE  WORK  FROM  1907  TO  1923. 


In  the  past  seventeen  years,  the  Bureau  of  Foods  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Department  of  Agriculture  has  produced  a  revenue  of  over 
five  million  dollars  for  the  Commonwealth,  which  amount  exceeds 
the  expenditures  of  the  food  officials  in  carrying  on  the  work  during 
the  same  period  by  more  than  $3,650,000. 

The  extensive  scope  of  the  food  bureau's  activities  in  protecting 
the  people  of  the  State  from  the  dangers  of  foods  and  beverages  that 
are  impure  and  injurious  is  revealed  in  the  report  in  the  number  of 
samples  analyzed  and  the  cases  successfully  terminated  against  food 
law  violators,  which  also  record  the  growth  of  the  food  control  work 
since  1907. 

The  1923  receipts  of  the  food  bureau  amounted  to  $132,521.92, 
about  $25,000  less  than  in  1922,  due  for  the  most  part  to  the  fact 
that  the  number  of  licenses  issued  to  firms  handling  oleomargarine 
fell  from  4,283  in  1922  to  4,009  in  1923.  The  bureau's  chemists  an- 
alyzed 6,693  samples  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  800  over  1922, 
while  1,195  cases  were  successfully  prosecuted,  the  highest  number 
for  any  of  the  seventeen  years  embodied  in  the  report. 

While  the  food  bureau  was  not  self-sustaining  during  the  first  few 
years  of  Director  Foust's  administration,  the  story  for  the  entire 
period  from  1907  to  1923  shows  that  the  total  receipts  are  3.5  times 
the  amount  of  the  expenditures.  The  receipts  are  deposited  with  the 
State  Treasurer  and  the  expenses  are  cared  #or  through  appropria- 
tion. 

To  the  people  of  the  State,  the  personnel  of  the  food  bureau  does 
not  appear  as  a  part  of  the  police  power  of  the  State  and  yet,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  there  stretches  forth  from  this  bureau  alone  a  network 
of  police  protection  that  is  undoubtedly  instrumental  in  saving  thou- 
sands of  lives  annually.  Its  officers  wear  no  uniforms.  There  are 
women  as  well  as  men  on  its  staff  and  six  of  the  best  analytical 
chemists  in  the  State  are  at  the  constant  beck  and  call  of  the  food 
officials.  The  actual  value  in  protection  to  the  nine  million  residents 
of  Pennsylvania  can  only  be  surmised.

VARIATION  IN  AMOUNTS  AND  KINDS  OF  PRODUCTS  IN 

COLD  STORAGE. 

The  figures  shown  in  Table  IV.  represent  simply  the  quantities  in 
storage  on  four  days  mentioned.  They  give  no  summary  of  the  total 
quantities  of  foods  that  are,  through  the  period  of  the  year  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  put  into  cold  storage  and  there  held.  The 
warehouse  reports  that  are  specified  in  the  Cold  Storage  Act  are  not 
such  as  to  afford  any  very  exact  notion  of  the  total  quantities  of 
foods  thus  stored  in  the  course  of  any  year.  Each  food  has  its  custo- 
mary or  natural  period  of  production.  In  some  cases,  the  period 
of  production  covers  a  number  of  months;  in  others,  it  is  brief. 
Such  differences  results  in  differences  in  the  time  and  quantities  of 
the  respective  foods  that  are  placed  in  storage  for  preservation.  Beef 
and  mutton  have  relatively  long  periods  during  which  slaughter  is 
carried  on.  The  time  during  which  hogs  are  brought  to  market  and 
slaughtered,  as  a  matter  of  custom  is  much  shorter.  Butter  and 
cheese  tend  to  be  manufactured  and  stored  more  abundantly  Avhen 
milk  is  most  abundant  and  cheapest— that  is,  in  summer  months. 
The  fisheries  from  which  Pennsylvania  cold  storage  stocks  are  derived 
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are  summer  fisheries,  so  that  the  close  of  the  fishing  season  normally 
witnesses  the  greatest  volume  of  fish  storage.  Eggs,  while  produced 
through  all  the  open  months  of  the  year,  are  most  abundant  and 
therefore  cheapest  and  also  of  the  better  keeping  quality  in  the  early 
spring  months,  and  go  in  the  greatest  volume  into  storage  at  that 
time. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected,  however,  that  the  volumes  of  the  several 
foods  in  storage  within  a  particular  state  necessarily  represent  the 
average  conditions  of  the  whole  country  at  any  particular  time ;  for 
various  artificial  causes  alter  the  distribution  of  these  products 
through  the  various  cold  storage  regions  of  this  country. 

It  follows  from  the  foregoing,  that  where  there  is  in  each  year 
a  natural  rise  and  fall  in  the  quantity  of  each  food  customarily 
preserved  in  cold  storage,  this  rise  and  fall  is  due  simply  to  the  time 
relations  of  production.  Disturbances  in  the  normal  volume  of  cold 
stored  foods  can  be  detected  only  after  making  allowances  for  the 
normal  changes  just  described.

FOODS  IN  GENERAL. 

The  following  tables  presented  in  classified  form,  show  the  various 
kinds  of  foods  subjected  to  chemical  examination  during  the  past 
years.    In  the  recapitulation  it  appears  that  the  number  of  milk 
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samples  analyzed  in  1920  was  very  much  smaller  than  in  recent 
years,  and  that,  ion  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  non-alcoholic 
drinks  subjected  to  examination  in  1920  was  very  much  increased. 
Owing  to  the  appearance  on  the  market  of  a  large  number  of  new 
beverages  of  this  character  in  which  saccharin  was  used  as  a  sweet- 
ener, it  became  necessary  to  concentrate  attention  upon  this  class 
of  products  and  to  diminish  somewhat  the  numbers  of  other  food 
materials  examined.  Another  group  of  products  receiving  special 
attention  during  the  years  were  various  candy  preparations,  such 
as  glace  fruits,  candy  cherries,  candy  figs,  and  the  like,  in  a  very 
]arge  number  of  which  added  sulphur  dioxide  was  found.  This 
adulterant  had  undoubtedly  been  used  as  a  preservative  and  a  bleach 
for  the  respective  fruits  and  had  not  been  wholly  removed  before  the 
fruits  were  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  candy.  It  is  very  im- 
portant for  all  concerned  to  recall  that  in  the  Superior  Court  opinion 
in  the  case  Commonwealth  vs.  Pflaum  the  court  held  that  the  pres- 
ence of  sulphur  dioxide  in  candy,  even  in  traces,  constituted  an 
adulteration  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  opinion  was 
affirmed  per  curiam  by  the  State  Supreme  Court.  Manufacturers 
engaged  in  the  production  of  confectionery  and  like  products  should 
familiarize  themselves  with  this  opinion. 

Save  with  respect  to  the  two  items  above  considered,  the  condition 
of  food  supplies  examined  from  various  parts  of  the  State  exhibits 
a  generally  satisfactory  condition.

CURRENT  REGULATORY  CHANGES  AND  LEGAL  OPINIONS. 

It  has  been  deemed  wise  to  modify  regulation  No.  12,  relating  to 
"flavoring  extracts.    Hitherto,  following  the  practice  obtaining  in 
other  parts  of  the  United  States,  the  names  "flavor"  and  "flavoring" 
have  been  held  to  have  the  meaning  of  the  phrase  "flavoring  extract," 
and  to  -designate  an  alcoholize  solution  of  the  proper  strength  of  a 
vegetable  flavoring  principle.   In  view,  however,  of  the  trade  modifi- 
cations made  needful  by  the  Volstead  Act  and  the  Internal  Revenue 
regulations  thereunder,  new  types  of  flavoring  preparations  have  been 
devised,  which  do  not  include  alcohol  as  the  solvent  for  the  flavoring 
principle.    In  some  of  these  glycerine  is  the  solvent  employed,  in 
others  an  oil,  while  in  still  others  the  flavoring  principle  is  suspend- 
ed, and  mixed  thoroughly  through  a  pastry  or  gummy  preparation. 
The  revised  regulation  permits  the  use  of  the  name  "flavor"or  "flav- 
oring" for  these  newer  preparations,  providing  the  character  of  the 
preparation  is  stated  plainly  in  connection  with  the  name,  and  pro- 
viding also  the  flavoring  strength  of  the  preparation  is  not  less  than 
that  required  for  the  corresponding  alcoholic  extract.  Owing  to  the 
differences  in  the  nature  of  the  media  used  to  hold  the  flavoring  prin- 
ciples in  these  new  preparations,  differences  which  affect  the  solubility 
of  the  preparation  in  Avatery  fluids  and  which  affect  also  the  readi- 
ness with  which  the  flavoring  principle  can  be  distributed  through 
a  food  in  which  the  flavoring  preparation  is  used,  it  has  been  re- 
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garded  as  important  that  the  consumer  should  have  the  information 
which  the  revised  regulations  calls  for. 

Several  opinions  from  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  in  re- 
lation to  the  food  laws  of  the  State  have  been  handed  down  during 
the  current  years.  Of  these,  one  under  date  of  September  25,  1920, 
related  to  the  question  whether  a  firm  resident  in  another  state  can, 
under  the  Pennsylvania  Act,  take  out  a  license  to  sell  oleomargarine 
through  a  resident  of  Pennsylvania  and  by  the  latter  receive  orders 
for  oleomargarine  at  the  firm's  place  of  business  outside  the  State, 
to  be  filled  by  said  nonresident  firm  by  shipment  from  their  out-of- 
the-State  place  of  business  to  retail  dealers  operating  under  retail 
licenses  in  this  Commonwealth.  The  Honorable  George  Eoss  Hull, 
Deputy  Attorney  General,  in  his  opinion  upon  this  question  has  ad- 
vised that  under  the  law  it  seems  clear  that  a  foreign  dealer  or 
manufacturer  should  secure  a  license  in  Pennsylvania  to  do  business 
at  the  designated  place  within  the  State,  and  that  all  goods  sold 
under  that  license  should  be  sent  to  that  place  and  sold  and  dis- 
tributed from  there;  that  to  permit  a  different  practice  Avould  de- 
crease the  efficiency  of  the  regulation  and  inspection  for  which  the 
law  provides. 

In  another  opinion  under  date  of  December  30,  1920,  the  case  is 
considered  in  which  a  wholesale  dealer  in  oleomargarine  carries 
stocks  of  that  commodity  in  warehouses  at  different  points  within  the 
State.  His  salesmen  solicit  orders  which  are  forwarded  to  the  main 
office  located  at  one  of  these  points,  and  thence  directions  are  issued, 
for  the  tilling  of  the  orders  from  the  warehouse  nearest  the  point  of 
destination.  No  orders  are  received  and  accepted  at  any  of  the 
warehouses  save  that  in  which  the  main  office  is  located.  The  ques- 
tion is  raised  whether  the  Avholesaler  is  required  to  secure  a  whole- 
sale license  for  each  of  his  warehouses,  or  whether  a  license  for  that 
in  which  his  main  office  is  located  is  a  sufficient  compliance  with 
the  Oleomargarine  Act  of  May  29,  1901,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of 
June  5,  1913.  The  opinion  advises  that,  in  the  case  stated,  the  dealer 
is  required  under  the  act  just  referred  to  to  obtain  a  license  for  each 
of  the  warehouses. 
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
